The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Donovan declaration received by the Office on 7/13/05 is persuasive. The 
examiner agrees that U.S. Patent 6,767,544 is no longer available as prior art under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(e) because of said declaration. As such, the rejection of the claims under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) is withdrawn. As there are no pending rejections or objections, the 
case Is in condition for allowance. 

The nonelected species in claim 3 are rejoined to the elected species.
